departm ent is about through spending 
money investigating the myth.

report, 
witching is an ancient institution, for 
it dates back at least as far as the 
middle of the sixteenth century. 
That 
it has modern practitioners need not

do—ordinarily, no one is interested 
enough or mean enough to parade his 
shortcom ings. 
However, it remained 
for the Oceanside Blade to produce an 
unkind communication written by a 
m an named Herbert 
Crouch, 
whose 
liaiffe might have been Grouch, for he 
v rote : 


"w itching'’ for water, oil, or other 
m inerals would 
be

public funds.

If ap y genuine instrum en t 
were invented its m erits would no 
doubt in time become well recog­ 
nized, as have those of o ther real 
inventions. 
The magnetic needle 
used in detecting iron ore is. of 
course, not included in this cate­ 
gory of spurious instrum ents. 
It is by no m eans true th a t all 
persons using a forked tw ig or 
som e otiier device 
for 
locating 
w ater or other mineral are inten­ 
tional deceivers. 
Som e of them 
are doubtless men of good char­ 
a c te r and 
benevolent intentions. 
However, as anything th at can be 
deeply veiled in mystery affords a 
good opportunity 
fur 
swindlers, 
th ere can be no reasonable doubt 
th at many of the large group of 
professional tinders of w ater. oil. 
or other minerals who take1 pay 
for their "services" or for tile suie 
of their "Instrum ents" Ute deliber­ 
ately defrauding the people, and 
th at the total am ount 
of 
money 
they obtain is large.

the 
United 
S tates Geological Survey therefore 
gives the advice not to expend 
any money for the services of any 
"w ater witch” or for the use or
